quite plain that in order lo obtain tim 
!)<"•! results we should feed mill-stufl's 
only in combination, and not simply 
because the animal will consume more 
coarse fodder and insure a thorough 
digestion of the fine feed, but because 
il is absolutely necessary for the well 
being of tho animal.—Rural JJo^ne.

ual Success, a Daring and Intrepid 
Traveler ana Brilliant Writer, and the 
Editors of a Critical Journal. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


NEW YOBK, Feb. 13.—There are few liter- 


ary characters in America moro unobtrusive 
in personality than Richard Watson Gilder, 
the editor of The Century. He is content to 
remain the "man behind the book," and 
takes more pains iu editing a number of the j 
magazine than in publishing one of his own 
clover little volumes. 
This is the reason 


why Tho Century has become the most 
widely read of all modern American periodi- 
cals, and also why Mr. Gilder is not better 
known as an author. He hns no time for in- 
dividual effort. 
From 10 o'clock in the

tnorniug uutil 5 in tho afternoon of each 
week duy ho can be found in his editorial 
sanctum on Union square, receiving visitors, 
rending manuscripts and proofs, and assign- 
ing worl; to the largo corps of "writers and 
lu'tiats under his control. He realizes that 
ho must keep himself familiar with'current 
events in every part of the world. There- 
fore hia reading is extensive and his study of 
geography profound. He has a method in 
hi* labor and a genius for his calling. He 
knows what tho public should want, and he 
endeavors to furnish it according to the high- 
est standard. 


In private life Mr. Gilder is a popular man. 


His line culture and common sense, com- 
bined with a delicato feeling of modesty, lend 
a charm to his conversation which is lacking 
in the brilliant but self conscious small talk 
of most other literary men. Ho lives in a 
small house at 108 East Fifteenth street. It 
was onco a stable, and in situated in the rear 
of tho neighboring houses. A slender iron 
fence some twenty feet high stands between 
it and tho sidewalk. Behind this a small 
garden extends to the porch. One who visits 
Mr. Gilder for tho first time will probably 
bo tcrriiled, OAUC opens the garden gate, to see 
iv huge Newfoundland dog come leaping 
toward him. This dog is Gilder's pet, A 
child need not fear him, for he is as gentle as 
u kitten. Ho docs not leap upon you, as other 
fond but large brutes will, to demonstrate 
their affection; but, after rubbing his uose in 
j our hand, follows at a respectful distance, 
wagging his tail. When you have rapped 
on tho old fashioned knocker of the door and 
gained admittance, he walks in with you and 
occupies n position 011 a rug near the flre- 
pluco until lio hears his master's footsteps 
descending the stair. Then out he goes to 
meet him with a Lark and n bound. A mo- 
ment afterward Uilder appears nt the door 
caressing his favorite, timl you have time to 
note tho personal appearance of the man. 


Short ill stature, slender, with a counte- 


nujco us dark as a Spaniard's, imd us gentle 
as a woman's, you will probably miss the 
power in the man until ho raises his eyes to 
greet you. Theso are deep set and small, but 
gleam with intrtligenco. Ono moment they 
dream, tho next they flash; the third they 
glitter with humor. In conversing with him 
you can follow tho bent of his thoughts by 
tbo varying expressions of his eyes. Gener- 
ally, when talking-, ho lays his liundcaress- 
iutly upon his dog's head, und half addresses 
hi', remarks to tho brute, half to you. Gilder 
wears his hair in picturesque, slovenly curls 
over his forehead, 


(Jiklor is 43 years old. He was bora Feb. 


8, 18-11, at Bordcutown, N. J. 
He early 


evinced an inclination for literary pursuits, 
und nt 12 years of ago published a little 
paper called The St. Thomas Register. After 
engaging in another juvenile newspaper en- 
terprise, ho enlisted in tho First Philadelphia 
artillery during our civil war, and served 
through tho emergency uampjigu of 1863. 
lie mode his ilrst essay as a professional 
journalist iu Newark, N. J., where he began 
as a routinn reporter on The Newark Adver- 
tiser. Afterward ho started, in conjunction 
with Mr. Newton Crane, a papor called The 
Newark Morning Register. In this the en- 
tiro Gilder family became interested 
After 


serving some time as editor of Hours at 
Home, Sir. Gilder became the managing ed- 
itor of Scribner's Monthly, under Dr. Hol- 
land. 
Through eleven years he saw the 


magazine grow to enormous proportions. Its 
name was changed to The Century, and 
when Dr. Holland died, in 1881, he became 
tho editor iu chief. His subsequent career is 
too well kncn\ u to need further comment. 
The editor ot Tho Century is only ono of a 
remarkable family. 


"Who of tho men about town in New York 


does not know Col. Will Gilder? The colonel 
is a man given to loitering at times, but 
withal is ft thoroughly brave and brilliant 
follow.

Now look well at my face and tell ma 
if you notice any thing additional to 
what most folks have. 
No? Look 


again in the vicinity of my mouth." 


Yes, there were two extra musoles 


distinctly visible at each corner of the 
mouth. They had become gradually 
formed simply through keeping ,ih« 
lips closed while speaking. 


"Now I am coming to something in- 


teresting. Just try and say the letter 
'm,' •]>' and 'b' without moving the 
lips." 


In vain I tried, but could not »uc- 


ceetl. 


"Ah! there's the rub. 
Words with 


those letters in them are the most diffi- 
cult to 'pronounce, but by incessant 
practice I have found out a means o/ 
getting them quite naturally, and they 
are produced with the tips of the tongue 
and the teeth. 


"Some ventriloquists substitute 'slur' 


words in difficult sentences. •! wish 
mamma was hero,' would sound 'I wish 
nnuna waa here,'" and he illustrated 
his words as he spoko. 


"The ventriloquists of bygone days 


all wore big mustaches in order to hide 
the movement of the lips, and I don't 
mind admitting that the first time 1 
opened in tho, business I was somewhat 
nervous and wore a false mustache 
inj'sclf. 
I will show you :v thoroughly 


effective sample of ventriloquism which 
any ouo can test for themselves. 


"Remember," he said, "this art is a 


natural gift ; there is not tho slightest 
trickery about it. 
We will suppose 


you are not naturally a ventriloquist, 
Very well, then. Here is a capital lit- 
tlo method whereby a good effect can 
be produced. Are you ready?" 


He then took from the table an ordi 


njiry tumbler, saying: "See, there is 
no deception," and placed it on the 
cloth again. 


Standing about a couple of feet 1'roru 


the table he commenced : 


"HalloP how are you getting on 


clown there? Eh ! what say? Cau't 
you hear me — speak a. little louderP" 
Aud coming nearer and nearer to the 
tumbler, he continued speaking until 
bis mouth was close to the edge of the 
glass, when somebody seemed to answer 
down in the cellar und in quite tidift'er- 
entvoicp; 
"Oh, I'm pretty well; bow 


are y on ?" 
. i tested the simple plan and found it 
remarkably easy to accomplish. 
The 


whole eflect is produced by speaking 
into tho glass ; the voice is compressed 
into a small space, and it is perhaps 
the most practical illustration of what 
ventriloquism really is. 


This idea can be easily developed by 


the making of a small table — such as 
conjurors use — with a hole in the center 
to receive the glass, a secret slidiuglid 
to hide the opening, anil with a fringe 
of cloth to prevent the tumbler being 
seen, the apparatus is complete. — Lon- 
don lid-Bits.
